The Single Tax Folly. 


A publication devoted to the single lax idea makes a reckless 


and ;rmost_extravagant statement when it says that "the rise 
in laifd values in cities is totally the cause of their poverty, 
.their shuns, their crime and their moral and physical diseases." 


H is not necessary to refute such a statement as this. 
It re- 


futes itself. Every person of ordinary intelligence -knows that 
it is not true. 
Poverty, slums, crime and moral and physical 


diseases are not due-to or dependent upon any form of taxa- 
tion, and the claim that they are shows great weakness in the 
single (ax theory or on the part of sonic of it's champions. . 


The publication in question considers the.taxation of every- 


thing, but land on a level with (lie imposition of fines, and calls 
for a cessation of the system of ''fining building owners, man- 
ufacturers for their machinery, merchants 
for assembling 


stocks of goods, bond holders and bank' depositors for Hie 
raising of necessary revenues," which it believes should be 
raised by the .taxation of land only. 
It advocates a gradual 


shift froin the present policy to the one proposed, whereby at 
lhe'ei;d:df eight years all taxes'.would be assessed upon land. 


This theory is not new. 
It fias been before (lie public fo'r 


some years and has been prcsente'd'nuich more skillfully than 
by the publication quoted from, bill it is'to be noticed that it is 
not making much headway. 'The people-arc convinced that 
taxes should be assessed upon values in whatever form they 
may appear. 
It would be unjust to exempt one man from 


taxation because his property happened to consist in dry goods 
or machinery, and to compel another to pay because his prop- 
erty happened to be in land. 
Under this single tax idea if a 


man should lose a valuable building by fire ills lax would be 
as much as before. There is neither sense nor justice in any 
such proposition. 
" 


The thing to do in the field of taxation is to scrupulously 


avoid discrimination and to tax. vajues wherever they are 
found, and in whatever foniil" to exempt buildings and tax 
land would be no more sensible than it would be tq exempt 
horses and lax cows. 
The whole scheme is foolish'and im- 


practicable,' and il is no wonderMhat it fails to make headway 
with an intelligent and hard-headed public. 


Captain- Simms, a distinguished' officer of Ihe navy, has 


publicly-declared that "the navy is a'soft snap to those who 
arc nol ambitious, and from a military purpose the situation 
is absolutely rotten. From a social standpoint it is excellent. 


"As a soft snap it is a peach." .The captain could have included 


under the'head of "rotlen" also (he'social parl of it. 
The 


snobbishness of the navy is one of the jokes in all naval com- 
munities.
